In the world of entertainment. E M Horn, 
proprietor of the shortlived Gr:at Theodium 
Moving Picture Show in Hazard advertised 
that he “had 'em all skinned’’ when it cam; to 
giving you your money's worth at the theater. 

Exciting Atmosphere 

The atmosphere in the town and county 
was charged with keen exciUment while the 
court house was gradually taking shape on the 
public square. The railroad was pushing 
through th; hills, closer to Hazard every day. 
and. too good to be true, a public water works 
an an electric light system seemed virtual cer. 
tainties for the town. A building boom was on. 
Residential building lots were soon to be sold on 
“Cedar Crags" on the tree-covered hills behind 
Hazard's Mam Street, which today is the Cedar 
Street — Lyttle Blvd. neighborhood. 

The people here were enthusiastic and 
optimistic and they were thinking big. Th: rec. 
ord-storage.rooms in the new court house were 
to be large enough "to care for the records of 
Perry County for one hundred and fifty years" 
said one Herald story. Another shouted in a 
headline: “Skyscraper For Hazard.’’ then went 
on to describe Prof. S.A.D Jones’ new Main 
Street building that “will b: four stories high 
and is to be heated by hot air furnace, which 
has always been found far more satisfactory 
than grates.’’

William Howard Taft was President of 
the United States as they drew up the court 
house plans and during Us first year of use 
came Taft's successor, Woodrow Wilson. 

In its first decade of service, the n.w 
building witnessed the years of World War 
I and Perry County women first enjoyed polit. 
ical emancipation within its walls. It saw the 
Roaring Twenties come and go. the flowering 
and then the fading of a score or more mining 
camps in the count v. It saw the violent rue of 
the United Mine Workers of America, and a 
succession of coal booms and bu-ts. It was 
there during' the Great Depression and through 
out World War II, when scrap iron was col. 
lected in piles on the court house yard and 
patriotic speeches were made from its front 
steps.
